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Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 USC 102 as being anticipated by Takeuchi (257) for 
the specific reasons set forth in the previous office action (5-19-05). 

Applicant appears to argue that Takeuchi does not anticipate the claims because 
Takeuchi, allegedly, does not produce of his device using thin film methodology. Firstly, 
the method of manufacturing a device is not germane to the patentability of the device 
structure. Takeuchi has pointed out in the previous office action clearly teaches the 
exact structure claimed by applicant. Secondly, the claims defined a "thin-film", not a 
device produced by thin-film methods. Takeuchi teaches the thickness of the stub 
straight to be preferably not more than 15 pm and a piezoelectric film of only 3 p. The 
examiner feels that it is reasonable to interpret a this convention as thin. (See column 
12 lines 5-52). Thirdly, Takeuchi clearly and explicitly teaches the device can be formed 
by either thick or thin film forming methods (lines 19-27). The examiner apologizes for 
the typographical errors that led to claim 18 not being specifically mentioned in the 
previous office action. The symmetry taught in Takeuchi figure 14 meets the structural 
requirements of claim 18; that is, the differential pairs of piezoelectric elements (for 
example the outer segments 19b opposite each other along the x-axis are considered to 
form a pair of differential thin-film piezoelectric elements.
